2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or suggest connecting the terminal ends of the first 
and second trough sections of the reversible telescoping U-shaped trough to the first 
and second end members, wherein the receiving ends of the first and second trough 
sections remain freely slideable relative to one another during use of the completely 
assembled cable routing system so that the first and second trough sections slide 
relative to one another when only one terminal end of upon one of the first and second 
trough sections is disconnected from the respective first and second end member, in 
combination with the other claimed limitations; Regarding claim 2 , the prior art does not 
teach or suggest connecting the second trough section to the other of the first and 
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second end members wherein the joined ends of the first and second trough sections 
remain freely slideable relative to one another during use of the completely assembled 
cable routing system so that the first and second trough sections slide relative to one 
another when only one connected end of one of the first and second trough sections is 
disconnected from the respective first and second end, in combination with the other 
claimed limitations; Regarding claim 20 , the prior art does not teach or suggest 
providing a telescoping trough with first and second trough sections, the first and 
second trough sections being in sliding contact with one another, sliding movement of 
the first and second trough sections being limited between a minimum extension 
position and a maximum extension position by a tab and slot connection, the tab and 
slot connection preventing-sliding separation of the first and second trough sections 
while permitting sliding contact of the first and second trough sections between the 
minimum extension position and the maximum extension position, in combination with 
the other claimed limitations.
